PREVENTIVE SOCIAL SERVICE 


iPor most people holidays are 
over for another year. Countless 
numbers of miles have been driv¬ 
en and buckets of sunshine absorb¬ 
ed in the yearly event we call 
summer holidays. But now the fall 
season is here and it’s back to 
work once more. The children are 
in school again and the various 
community clubs and organizations 
are planning for their first meet¬ 
ing after the holidays. In keeping 
with this up tempo there is an ac¬ 
celeration in the Preventive Social 
Service Program. 

This week the Headstart Board 
meets to discuss its plans for the 
coming year. Headstart is a school 
-readiness program that is avail¬ 
able to all children in the Pass who 
will be entering school next year. 
There are two classes in Coleman 
and Blairmore and one in Bellevue. 
Registration date will be Septemb¬ 
er 24. If you would like to know 
more about Headstart for your 
children, Mrs. Bert Brazzoni, 564- 
4671, the Headstart superintendent 
for the Pass would be glad to give 
you any information. 

By way of preparation the Head¬ 
start instructors and board mem¬ 
bers will be attending a one day 
workshop at the University of Leth¬ 
bridge on Friday, September 10. 
This workship will bring together 
people involved in Headstart pro¬ 
grams in the Pass, Pincher Creek, 
Lethbridge and Medicine Hat. It 
should offer a good opportunity for 
an exchange of ideas and a discus¬ 
sion of common problems. 

Later on in the second half of 
the month, the Family Life Com¬ 
mittee will be holding its first 


meeting of the fall season. This 
committee is made up of represen¬ 
tatives from Coleman, Blairmore, 
Bellevue and Hillcrest, and really 
represents the underlying spirit of 
the Preventive Social Service pro¬ 
gram, which is local involvement 
and local determination. This com¬ 
mittee is an ideas committee which 
allows people with imaginative 
ideas about community service a 
place to discuss their ideas and 
look into the possibility of tlheir im¬ 
plementation. The Senior Citizens 
Home Survey, the Friendly Visitors 
Service and the Bellevue Thrift 
Shop are some of the projects that 
members of this committee have 
worked on to date. 

Two other projects initiated by 
Preventive Social Service, which 
will be part of this fall’s activities 
are a Defensive Driving Course to 
be held Che week of October 11-15 
and a one day seminar to be held 
in the high school on sex and the 
family. The latter event is a repeat 
of the highly successful seminar 
held two years ago and will again 
be conducted by the Rev. Bruce 
Hatfield of Calgary. Watch this 
column for further information on 
these and other happenings that 
make up the Preventive Social Ser¬ 
vice program.

Persons it 
who buy or offer' to buy goods and t£ 
services from door-to-door sales- tc 
men now have the right to cancel a: 
a sales contract within four days rr 
eor in some cases, within one year, a 

The general rule is that the buy¬ 
er may cancel any door-to-door . 

! sales contract by giving the seller 1 
a notice of cancellation within the - 
four day “cooling off” period. Not- ■« 
ice of cancellation may be given 
by personal delivery or sending it 
registered mail to the seller. Send 
a copy to jthe Licensing of Trades 
and Businesses Branch, Depart¬ 
ment of Industry and Tourism, 1515 
Centennial Building, Edmonton, 

1 and keep a copy for your town re- 
i cords as well. 

The four day limit and the one 
year limit begin from the date a 
copy of the complete sales con¬ 
tract is received by the buyer. 

Then buyer may also cancel a 
contract within a year if: 

(1) the goods specified in toe con¬ 
tract are not provided within 30 
days of a specified date. 

|(2) or 120 days where no delivery 
date was specified. 

<3) or if you find out later that the - 
seller was not properly licensed 
-at the time toe sale was made. 
The seller shall, within 15 days 
' of receipt of notice of cancellation 
- refund to the buyer all monies 
paid. 

I The Act does no-t apply to a sale 
taking place at the seller’s place of 
business, nor to sales taking place 
at toe auction market, trade or ag¬ 
ricultural fair or exhibition. 

Items sold door to door by a sel¬ 
ler with -a discount or rebate offer¬ 
ed for names of prospective buyers 
is considered void. 

Perishable foods do not come 
under this Act either. 

Regulations regarding toe Direct 
Sales Cancellation Act should be 
attached to the sales contract. 

The information above is an in¬ 
terpretation of toe Act.

Well, it’s canning time again. Be¬ 
sides freezing many fresh fruits 
and vegetables, I know that toe 
jars, rubber rings, and screw tops 
will also be making the scene — 
if not already. Before you get too 
involved, how about taking a good 
look at your preserving methods! 

One of the things which is still 
very common is the canning of 
meats and low acid vegetables 
such as com, peas, and beans, in 
a boiling water bath. This may 
have been a recommended pract¬ 
ice way back when, but it is no 
longer so. There have been enough 
incidences of food poisoning as a 
result of these practices, that Home 
Economists have been recommend^ 
ing a pressure cooker be used. The 
reason is that spore-forming, heat 
resistant organisms may be pre¬ 
sent. These can be destroyed by 
heating toe food to temperatures 
higher than boiling and this can 
only be accomplished by using a 
pressure cooker. No matter how 
long you boil water, it never reach¬ 
es a temperature above 212°F. 
However these organisms do not 
seem to function in a high acid me¬ 
dium. We consider such foods as 
fruits and tomatoes as high acid 
foods. They can be safely proces¬ 
sed in a boiling water bath. 

, The open kettle method in which 


the food is cooked in an open 
kettle and then transferred to 
Sterile jars and sealed, is definitely 
not recommended for low-acid 
vegetables. There is an additional 
danger of contamination if utensils, 
jars, and spoons are not sterile, or 
if the liquid does not quite reach 
the top of toe jar. A layer of un- 
sterile air is present and could 
cause spoilage. Success with the 
open kettle canning is largely a 
matter of sanitation, and of using 
the method only for those foods 
which can be satisfactorily canned 
by boiling temperatures. 

When freezing, always blanch 
your vegetables before placing in 
the freezer. Studies have been done 
regarding this, and with a very 
few exceptions, the quality of the 
food is best maintained when the 
" food has been blanched for the re- 
commmended length of time. 
, Freezing alone does not stop the 
action of micro-organisms and 
enzymes which cause food to spoil, 
-n It just slows it down to a mini- 
is mum. In fruits and 'high acid vegc- 
d tables there is quite a marked de- 
s- terioration in the texture, flavor, 
H and color. When you have spent so 
’s much time and effort to produce 
r. a good quality product, why risk 
obtaining a poor result by skipping 
f ' one step in toe preparation of toe 
J r food for freezing.

Changing Economic Pattern 

riio countries of the East Europe communist bloc, umpired by Russian; 
economic planners, are examining the idea of a joint convertible currency, 
backed partially by gold, and to be used alongside other world curreneies. 

At the recent top-level conference in Bucharest there was no sign of 
wild enthusiasm over an integration of curreneies in the group comprising the 
Council of Mutual Economic Assistance (Comecou), but then progress towards 
the goal was not expected to be swift. The target date is some time in 1.980. 

Hardly surprising, perhaps, it coincides with the European Common 
Market s date for introduction of a common currency. 

Indeed, it is hardly an exaggeration to suggest that the Soviet Union, hav¬ 
ing observed that the so-called capitalistic economies of Western Europe have 
made more progress towards integration than the planned and brotherly eco¬ 
nomies <d the East, is about to try to alter the formula dictated by dogma. 

It is about to try to tailor Comecoi 
by the West European community. 

But there are dilIieidties. First there is the domination of the group by 
Russia. Integration would lend to bring a greater subservience to Moscow 
rather than less. And the whole pattern of trade would have to be radically 
altered since it is now decided by the Soviet Union’s export requirements in 
raw materials and the import of manufactured goods in return. In other 
words, Russia is seen as continuing to make policy to her own advantage.

MORE DUCKS 

More duck*, more antelope and 
less big-horn sheep are some of 
the pre-hunting season announce¬ 
ments by the Fish and Wildlife 
Division of the provincial govern¬ 
ment. 

The division reports a bumper 
waterfowl year, with duck popu¬ 
lations as hijti as the record years 
in the mid 1950’s. 

Duck hunters should note that 
in this year’s hunting regulations 
summary, waterfowl and upland 
game bird zones are combined 
on the same map. 

An antelope season has been 
declared for the week of October 
25 to October 30. A total of 1,000 
permits will be issued, 200 more 
than last year, split evenly be¬ 
tween Zones A, B, C, and F, in 
the antelope range. 

An increase in Alberta’s antelope 
population, as evidenced by the 
results of a survey made in July 
by provincial government biologists, 
plus consultation with wildlife 
officials in Saskatchewan and Mon¬ 
tana, are the reasons for the 
more liberal permit allowance this 
year. 

Saskatchewan and Montana share 
the herd of antelope which moves 
through Alberta, and this will issue 
3,000 and 26,000 permits respecti¬ 
vely. This year, for the first time, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta will 
have concurrent seasons. 

The last date on which antelope 
permit applications will be accep¬ 
ted will be October 2, 1871. 

Hurtters who are successful in 
bagging a grizzly bear, big-horn 
sheep, caribou, or cougar this 
year are required to register the 
kills with five Fish and Wildlife 
Division. The information gained 
by this compulsory registration 
such as numbers of animals taken, 
plus age and sex date, will enable 
wildlife management personnel to
